OFFICIALS WON'T TALK 


Dlegle Says He Has Always Been 
Willing to Ttll Wfiat He Knows 


of Alleged Bribery. 


Columbus, Aug. 23.—Rodney 
J. 


Diegel, senate scrgeant-at-arms, v/td 
convicted go-between for legislative 
bribe-takers, issued a signed state- 
ment today, in which he says: 


"Having no knowledge 
of 
any 


w rung-doing on the part of the mem- 
bers of the legislature or myself, I 
have nothing to confess." 


Uiegel's statement is intended by 


him to serve notice on Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan tiiat he has no infoFnia- 
tion to give out that will enable the 
prosecution to convict others impli- 
cated in legislative crookedness. 


"I am still ready to receive sen- 


tence from the court at any time," 
bays Diegcl. The statement wo*, giv- 
en out at the office of his attorneys, 
Belcher & Conner. 


Columbus, Aug. 23.—Both Attorney 


General Hogan and Prosecuting At- 
torney Turner, holding the whip hand 
over Rodney J. Diegel, convicted ser- 
geant-at-arms of the 
senate, 
today 


watched the almost frantic movement 
cf the men whose liberty now depends 
on Dlegel's silence. 
Reports reached 


both officials during the 
day that 


Diegel is being constantly surrounded 
by interested persons trying to disuade 
him from his alleged, intention

making a full confession. 


"We have no more engagements 


with Diegel until next Monday," said 
Hogan today. "It is no concern of 
ours what he does in the meantime. 
If, however, he does not present us 
with a statement that satisfies us he 
is tellhig all he knows concerning the 
legislative bribery, we shall 
recom- 


mend no leniency when he is brought 
before Judge Kinkead for sentence.

nose of his biplane into the air at 
7:15 this morning and headed east 
by south to the Hudson riier. 


Flying high, with his machine un- 


der perfect control, he was soon off 
of sight. 


Atwood passed over Albany at 


9:02 and at 0:13 he brought his aer- 
oplane to the ground on a s»pot over- 
looking the Hudson. 


He is now within 45 miles of 
a 


world's 
record 
for 
cross-country 


flight and within 134 miles of New 
York. 


He stated that lie would 
leave 


here about 4 o'clock and probably 
alight at Rhineeliff, 45 miles south. 


Atwood is still flying in the same 


machine in which he left St. Louis, 
and not a part has been replaced. It 
is thought that in this respect he has 
established a record that will stand 
for some time. 


Fort Plain, N Y , Aug. 23.—Another 


remarkable spin through the air on 
his aeroplane flight from. St. Louis to 
New York brought Harry N. Atwood 
from Belle Isle, five miles east of 
Syracuse, to Fort Plain late yesterday 
aftei noon and landed 
him 95 miles 


nearer his destination. He is now 1065 
miles from his starting place and ex- 
actly 200 miles from his 
proposed 


alighting point in New York. 


From Belle Isle, where he ascended 


at 4:^5 p. m , Atwood sailed around 
Syracuse, 12 minutes later he turned 
the nose of his biplane eastward 
and 


in the twilight descended into 
the 


Mohawk Valley, alighting in a field 
here at 7:05. His actual flying time 
yesterday was two hours and 10 min- 
utes and was made without stop. 


"The air was as dead 
calm as a 


pool," said Atwood. 
"Most of 
the 


time I kept my hands in my pockets 
or read a time table. It was a lazy 
flight " 


Atwood believes he 
possibly may 


make New York today, ^but 
more 


probable on Thursday, because on ac- 
count of the rough and wooded coun- 
try from Albany down the 
Hudson

GREAT CRISIS 


CONFRONTS TIE 


WHOLE COUNTRY 


Washington, Aug. 23.—A great con- 


ference of trust magnates, labor lead- 
ers, economists and 
legislators Is to 


meet In Washington between now and 
the reconvening of congress to advise 
together on the economic crisis which 
the nation faces. 


John D. Rockefeller, J. 
Plerpont 


Morgan, Judge Elbert H. Gary of the 
Steel Trust, George W. Perkins, Sam- 
uel Gompers, John Mitchell and oth- 
ers will be cited to appear before a 
senate committee and give expression 
of their views on the operation of the 
Sherman anti-trust and the Interstate 
commerce laws, whether they should 
be repealed or amended, 
and if 
the 


latter, how? 


These labor chiefs and captains of 


industry will be requested to discuss 
the advantages and evils of competi- 
tion and 
combination 
respectively. 


They will be asked to go into 
the 


question of the relations <fi employer 
and employed. In brief, the question 
which they will be asked to assist In 
determining Is whether.it is better for 
the commercial health of the country 
that combinations now in restraint of 
trade be legalized, or that they should 
be dissolved and free and unrestricted 
competition be restored. 


Senator Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, 


at the head of the subcommittee of 
five senators, will conduct the investi- 
gation. The investigation is intended 
primarily to assist the senate com- 
mittee on 
Interstate 
commerce In 


framing a law to meet the 
business 


conditions of the present day. 
Sena- 


tor Clapp of Minnesota has turned the 
matter of conducting the investigation 
over to Senator Cummins, who is now 
arranging for the interviews with the 
great captains of industry and labor, 
which will begin in Washington on 
December ]5. 


Senator Cummins left Washington 


yesterday for Iowa, and will not re- 
turn until he comes to open the hear- 
ing which is believed will provfr One 
of the most important and interesting 
investigations ever conducted by a 
committee of congress. Before leaving 
Senator Cummins outlined his plans 
for the inquiry. 
Shall combinations or trusts, said 


to be in restraint of trade, be legal- 
ized and permitted to remain intact, or 
shall competition among all industries 
be placed on its feet in the interest of 
ultimate consumers?" said he. "These 
are the great questions our committee 
will endeavor -to settle for all time. 


There are two 
great schools of 


thought," he continued. 
"One that 


maintains that combinations work for 
the ultimate benefit of the people, and 
the other that they destroy competi- 
tion. The antitrust law has failed to 
maintain competition, and we 
must 


make it effective or take some other 
course. 
"For the purpose of Inquiring into 


this issue, which has been raised by 
George W. Perkins and Judge Gary of 
the Steel 
Corporation, 
and a. great 


many others, who hold, and are now 
insisting that the day of competition 
has passed; that the antitrust 
law, 


which, "was enacted solely to preserve 
competition, is not in harmony with 
the tendency and development of the 
times, and that we must abandon com- 
petition. We shall write these gen- 
tlemen to appear before us—not as 
criminals, but in a friendly spirit as 
men from whom 
we 
are 
seeking 


knowledge. On the other hand, we shall 
also invite those who are opposed to 
the economic ideas presented by the 
gentlemen named."

COUPLE FROZEN 


TO DEATH NEAR 
TOP OF PIKES PFAK 


Colorado Springs, Col., Aug. 23.—W. 


F. Skinner and wife of Dallas, Texas, 
were frozen to death near the summit 
of Pike's Peak 
yesterday. 
Their 


bodies, almost covered 
with 
snow, 


were found side by side by a boy 
walking down the peak yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 


It is understood both victims of the 


storm were printers, employed on a 
Dallas paper. 


Skinner and his wife started to walk 


to the top of the peak early Monday 
afternoon and stopped at the office ot 
the Pike's Peak, about three miles 
above the Half Way House, to regis- 
ter. At that time, Mr. Skinner, who 
was about 55 years old, doubted 'ttieir 
ability to reach the top of the moun- 
tain. 
Mrs. Skinner, who was about 


10 years younger than her husband, is 
reported to have made 'the remark: 


"I'm from Texas and they're not go- 


ing to say when I get back that 1 
could not climb Pike's" Peak." 


The couple were last seen about 4 


o'clock by the crew of 'the downward 
bound cog road train. 
At that time 


Mr. Skinner repeated his doubts to 
some of the passengers. 
But 
Mrs. 


Skinner again insisted on 'trying to 
reach the summit. 


At 7 o'clock Monday night a severe 


snowstorm, which covered the entire 
peak to a depth,of a foot on the level 
accompanied by a 50-mile wind, broke 
on the peak. From the position of the 
bodies when found, it is believed the 
couple sought comparatively shelter in 
the lee of a boulder, but a short dis- 
tance from the track. Both wore verj 
light-weight clothing.

Mrs. 
Cox was a highly cultured 


woman, a splendid linguist and im- 
parted a great deal of her brilliancy 
to her husband, who attributed much 
of his success to her interest in his 
affairs. 
"Sunset" Cox was a brother of the 


late Angle Cox Sites, wife of Thomas 
II. Sites of this city, who died sev- 
eral years ago, and Mrs. Cox 
has 


many friends in Newark, Columbus 
and £anes"ille, who will regret 
to 


learn of her death. 


The body of Mrs. Cox will be taken

MARTIN DKWKY FOJ^KTT.

Hon. Martin Dewoy Follett is dead 


at his home, 326 Front street. He en- 
tered the valley of the shadow in a 
manner as gweet and peaceful as nat- 
ural rest, and the end came 
this 


(Tuesday) morning at 6 o'clock. His 
demise had not been superceded 
by 


illness of longer duration than about 
ten days, having suffered a stroke of 
paralysis while enjoying apparently 
good health. 


Judge Follett's advanced age wa^ 


against him in his fight 
with 
the 


dreaded disease, yet he manifested 
that bravery and hopefulness which 
had been characteristic of his life. 
Generally it had been known that he 
•was growing gradually weaker 
and 


on Monday it was with deep regrei 
that his innumerable friends accepted 
the gloomy and almost hopeless tid- 
ings from his bedside. 


The venerable- and distinguished 


citizen's last visit from his home to 
several places about the city in which 
ho had moved for over half a century 
was with his wife on the day of his 
first attack of paralysis. 
That 
was 


hardly two weeks ago. 
The 
aged 


couple went to the court house to- 
gether and it was soon after on that 
day that Mr. Follett was stricken. 


Hon. Martin Dewey Follett was 


born in Enosburg, Vt., Oct. 8, 1826, 
and was the last of the family 
of 


John Follett and Sarah Woodsworth 
Follelt. 
Six brothers and two sis- 


ters luive pre-coded him to the grave. 
In is:',t; lie moved with his parents 
to Licking county, O., and in 
ISol 


oiHoTrd Marietta College. He receiv- 
ed his A. R. at Marietta College in 
]S."»3 and three years later graduat- 


ed with highest honors and received 
his A. M. 


The deceased was united In mai- 


ria^o to Harriet L. Shipman of Mar- 
ietta in 1856, and to this union w«ro 
born three sons and one daughter,one 
of whom, Mr. Alfred Uewey Follult, 
now practicing law In this city, sur- 
vives. 
Judge Follett was 
married 


for the second time to Abbie 
M. 


Bailey of Lowell, 
Mass., in 
1873, 


To them was born one son, Edward 
Bailey Follett, judge of the common 
pleas court, who. with the devoted 
widow, survive him. 


From 1854 to 1856 Judge Follett 


tutored in the Marietta Academy and 
as ;i professor in that institution ho 
won for himself the high esteem of 
his students. 
He was elected to the 


superintendency of the Marietta city 
schools in 1856 and served the city 
in that capacity in a most efficient 
way. 
In 1808 'he was admitted 
to 


the bar and after practicing law b§- 
fore the courts of this county 
for 


about 25 years was elected judge of 
the supreme court of Ohio In 1883. 
His term as judge of 
the supremo 


court expired in 1887. 


Many other 
positions of worth 


were held by Judge Follett. He was 
a delegate to the Democratic national 
convention 
in 
1864; 
Democratic 


nominee for congress in 1866 
and 


1868, and for a number of years h<> 
was a member of the state board of 
charities. 


Judge Follett had ever manifested 


a marked interest in the betterment 
of prisons and the care of the crim- 
inal class and at the time of 
his 


death was a member of the State, 
National and 
International Prison 


Associations and Society of Charities 
and 'Correction. He represented Ohio 
at the International Prison Congress 
at Brussels in 1000. 
He was a life 


member of the Historical and Arch- 
aeological Society of Ohio. Mr. Follett 
was a member of 
the 
Sons of the 


American Revolution and was always 
enthusiastic in the work of -that or- 
ganization. 


It has not been many years since 


Judge Follett was active before the 
bar of this county, and as a practi- 
tioner of his profession he was most 
capable and high regard was felt for 
his opinions in cases which he pre- 
sented in the courts. 


He was one of the oldest members 


of the Washington County Bar Asso- 
ciation and he attended the meetings 
of that body and was frequently heard 
from when his health permitted. 


Politically he was a staunch and en- 


thusiastic Democrat and never faltered 
in whatever duty or mission his party 
called him. 


Religiously he adhered to the princi- 


ples of the First Congregational church 
and was~ a sincere Christian man. 


Fraternally he was a Mason, being 


a member of American Union Lodge 
No. 1, F. and A. M. 


At the time of his death he was a 


member of the board of trustees of 
Marietta 
College. 
Judge 
Follett's 


brothers, Hon. John F. Follett of Cin- 
cinnati, and Hon. Charles Follett of 
Newark. O., were both prominent 
in 
state politics for a number of years 
and the Follett family as far back as 
it can be traced was one of lawyers. 
Many young men who have gone'out 
from Marietta in the practice of law 
can lay their success to the teachings 
of Judge Follett. 


The stately mansion built in 1801 


and at one time occupied by Governor 
Return Jonathan Meigs, has been the 
home of Judge 
Follett 
for a great 


many years and of late his son, Judge 
Edward B. Follett and wife have lived 
there with him. 


Judge Martin Dewey Follett's death 


is universally deplored. Being at the 
time of his death aged 85 years, he 
was one of Marietta's oldest citizens. 
He had been active here since 
his 


student days at Marietta College, a 
prominent figure in many walks of 
life and a man whose loss the city of 
Marietta suffers deeply. 


Funeral services will be held at the 


Follett home on Front street Thurs- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. Interment 
in Mound cemetery will be private.
